The Run Continues and Several 
Institutions Close. 


EXCITED CROWDS SHEDDING TEARS. 


The Old German National Temporarily Sus- 
pends—Over a Million Dollars Paid 
to Depositors—Senator 
Teller’s Views. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

DENVER, July 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The panic in this city 
commenced this morning with renewed 
vigor. Asa result the old German Na- 
tional Bank, with a _ reputation for 
stability of twenty years’ growth, and 
the equally reputable State National 
and the extremely strong People’s Na- 
tonal Bank failed this forenoon. 

All night depositors stood in line in 
front of the German National, and by 
9 o'clock there was one long sea of 
faces stretching down the street. At 
the opposite corner, where the State 
National has so long done _ business, 
there was also a crowd of anxious de- 
positors. Here the people were re- 
lieved of doubt when at 9 o'clock a no- 
tice was posted on the doors that the 
bank would not open, owing to lack of 
ready cash. 

At the German National, just before 
opening time, a notice was posted on 
stating that the doors 
were closed temporarily. This notice 
caused a distressing scene. Men and 
women all down the long line broke 
out in tears and wailing. 

The run on all of the remaining 
banks in the city was relieved. 

President McNeill of the State Bank 
has paid out over $300,000 in the last 
thirty days.. He declares his assets 
are twice as large as the liabilities. 
The cashier of the German National 
Bank says the inability to place secur- 
ities and failure to call in loans caused 
the suspension of his bank. There has 
been a constant drain on the bank for 
sixty days. Over $1,000,000 has been 
paid out to depositors. The bank ex- 
pected ‘$300,000 from the East this 
morning, but it failed to come. The 
bank’s capital and surplus is $500,000. 
It is expected to resume. The assets 
exceed greatly the liabilities. 

The People’s National Bank closed at 
11 o'clock. A notice on the doors said 
that the stringency of the money mar- 
ket was too severe, and it was impos- 
sible to longer withstegd the storm. 
The statement published on the 12th 
showed less than $60,000 cash, with de- 
posits subject to check of $210,000. The 
capital of the bank is $600,000. 

Bank Examiner Adams this morning 
took 
Commercial National, the National 
Bank of Commerce, the State National 
and the German National banks. A 
number of minor commercial concerns 
have gone ,under. The run on the 
Denver National is over, with plenty of 
money still in sight. The same is 
true at the City and all other banks 
which have not failed. 

The run on the national banks en- 
tirely subsided by noon, and, at the 
closing hour, there were not half a 
dozen people around any of these in- 
stitutions. The weak ‘banks have all 
been closed, and there ean be but little 
doubt of the soundness of the five 
that withstaod the terrible strain :es- 
terday and today. 

J. A. Thatcher, president of the Den- 
ver National Bank, and al8o of the 
clearing-house, this evening stated 
that he anticipated no more failures. 
The banks that had kept open got 
through the clearing-house in good 
shape, and showed that they are in ex- 
cellent condition for the future. 

“T am confident that if the financial 
condition of the country brightens a 
little,” he said, ‘“‘the failed banks wil) 
all resume, and that every depositor 
will be paid dollar for dollar.”’ 


THE HENRIETTA. 


Leadville’s Famous Mincs to Close at 
Tremendous Loss. 

LEADVILLE (Colo.,) July 19.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Orders were re- 
ceived today to take out the pumps 
from the great Maid and Henrietta 
combination, whose shaft is nearly one 
thousand feet deep. The “pulling of 
the pumps’’ means the entire abandon- 
ment of one’of the largest silver pro- 
ducers in the State, with prospects that 
tHe. water will rise to within 300 feet 
of the surface. 

This means that every drift and 
level will be flooded, entirely ruining 
the present workings, upon which 
$1,000,000 have been expended. The 
flooding of the mine also means the 
flooding of properties lying below it. 
It is impossible to estimate the damage 
to be caused. 


NOT EXCUSABLE. 


Senator Teller Says the Denver Failures are 
Unwarranted. 

DENVER, July 19.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Senator Teller, in an in- 
terview upon the financial situation in 
this city, said: ‘‘There is no one rea- 
son to which the trouble can be 
charged. It is due partly to silver, but 
more to the general depression affect- 
ing the entire country. The bank fail- 
ures yesterday were unwarranted, and 
are directly ¢hargeable to the people, 
who became frightened and  panic- 
stricken at a shadow. No banks in 
the United States are in better condi- 
tion than those of this city. 

“There is nothing less fare than to 
blame all our ills to silver. It is much 
better to blame some of them to the 
silver speeches. Such unbridled lan-

guage and excited talk as the press 
dispatches brought while I was in the 
East can have nothing but the most in- 
jurious action on our case.” 

Senator Teller expressed the belief 
that the Sherman law would be re- 
pealed, but not without a substitute of 
greater benefit to silver. He referred 
to Acting Director of the Mint Preston 
as a “roynd sprig,’’ and an “‘officious 
clerk"’ because of his attempt to jew 
down the price of silver, and declares 
for a great government like this to go

MIGHT HANG HIM. 


Oklahoma Financiers Keeping Open to Satisty 
Depositors. 

OKLAHOMA CITY July19.— 
(Ry the Associated Press.) The bank of 
Oklahoma City, which closed its doors 
today, is only temporarily embar- 
rassed, and will open tomorrow, giving 
ceriificates of deposit in lieu of cash, 
which leading merchants of the city 
will accept as cash. Liabilities are 
$85,000, and assets $170,000. 

The Oklahoma Bank also closed its 
doors. President Stiles says the as- 
sets are abundant, and can be utilized 
j almost immediately. The First Na- 
tional has withstood the steady with- 
drawal for thirty days, culminating in 
a free run this morning. All checks 
were paid as fast as three tellers could 
count the money, and President Rich- 
ardson announced that they would 
keep open until midnight, adding that 
the crowd might hang him if any de- 
positor lost a dollar. 


SAN FRANCISCO BANKS. 


Atty.-Gen. Hart Not Satisfied With the Pa- 
cific’s Assets. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Juy 19——(By the 
Associated Press.) Atty.-Gen. Hart 
has decided that the People's 
Savings Bank, which closed a féw 
weeks ago, is solvent, and recommends 
that if the bank can make sufficient 
collections within a reasonable time 
that it should should do so. 

With regard to the Pacific Bank, the 
Attorney-General states ihat the re- 
port of the bank commissioners shows 
that $1,648,000 of the bank's assets are 
doubtful, ahd that he will reserve his 
final decision until after the meeting of 
the bank’s directors, July when 
they hope to show that many of these 
assets are good.

Arrests of Several People Made—Brazil's 
Handsome Headquarters Opened —-

CHICAGO, July 19.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) At a meeting of the Na- 
tional World's Fair Commission today 
Commissioner Trumbull of Florida said 
he had discovered in the Agricultural 
building a smokestack which passed 


through the roof in contact with the | 
woodwork, which was so hot that he | 


could searcely hold his hand on it. 
building was in imminent danger of de- 
struction by fire. 

The clerk was instructed to notify the 
director-general at once. <A committee 
was subsequently appointed to present 
the case to the director-general. 

W. A. Brady, the manager for James 
J. Corbett, filed a bill in the Circuit 
Court asking an injunction restraining 
the World’s Fair from prohibiting his 
show on Midway Plaisance. The court 
refused to issue the injunction. 

Judge McConnell held that the con- 
tract between Corbett and the expo- 
sition gives the latter power to re- 
move any show from the Plaisance 
deemed objectionable. This left the 
judge no discretion, and he promptly 
refused the restraining order. This 
settles the matter, and Corbett will 
have to go. 

Owing to the discovery that several 
thousand single admission newspaper 
passes to the fair had been stolen, the 
management this morning cancelled all 
of these pesses, and will get out a new 
lot, to be exchanged for the old ones, 
properly issued, as fast as possible. It 
is not belleved many persons secured 
admission on them before the fraud was 
discovered. A number of those pre- 
senting the stolen passes have been ar- 
rested, and an effort will be made to 
make them tell the names of persons 
from whom they secured them. The 
weather continues all that could be de- 
sired for the World's Fair visitors; 
clear and cool, with a comforting breeze 
from the lake. 

The lUrazilian building, one of the 
handsomest of the foreign structures 
on the grounds, was dedicated today.

VALETTA, July 19.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Rear Admiral Mark- 
ham of the Camperdown was the first 
witness today before the court-martial 
investigation in the Victoria-Camper- 
down disaster. His official dispatches 
to the Admiralty Court reporting the 
of the disaster 
were read, and he stated that he had 
nothing to add to them. When the 
signal gf Vice-Admiral Tryon was 
hoisted on the Victoria ordering six 
cable lengths distance, Rear Admiral 
Markham said to his flag HNeutenant, 
“That is impossible, since it is an im- 
practicable maneuver.” 

The witness said that after further 
consultation with the flag leutenant, 
the conclusion was reached that the 
Victoria would ease her helm and cir- 
cle round on the outside of the division, 
which was being led by the Camper- 
down. Had this assumption been 
founded on fact, the maneuver would 
have been attended by no danger. The 
rear admiral stated that he was cog- 
nizant of Vice Admiral Tryon’s memo- 
randum in regard to discretionary 
obedience of orders when strict obedi- 
ence would entail disaster. When the 
signal flying on the Victoria was 
hauled down, the Camperdown -was 
powerless to avoid collision. 

Rear Admiral Markham also swd 
that if his orders to go at full speed 
astern had been obeyed the damage in- 
flicted on the Victoria would not have 
been so great. When questioned as to 
his placing two meanings on the signal 
he said the other captains of the fleet 
answered the sienal as if they inter- 
preted it in the same way that he did. 
“Tam sure I would have done nothing 
to prevent the collision after the Vic- 
toria and Camperdown had turned 
with their bows to each other. If I hed 
gone astern with both screws the Edin- 
burgh would have rammed me.” 

The rear admiral said he had never 
seen the maneuver performed before. 
Capt. Johnstone of the Camperdown 
and Flag Lieutenant Bradshaw corrob- 
orated the rear admiral's testimony.

Democrats and Populists Arming Themselves 
in Georgia. 

' WASHINGTON (Ga.,) July 19.—(By 
the Associated Press.) There is great 
excitement here over a threatened out- 
break and possible riot which is ex- 
pected to take place tomorrow.

Maximilian's Conqueror. 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 19.—Gen. 
Escobedo, the greatest living general of 
Mexico, is seriously ill with pleurisy, 
and the physicians attending him en- 
tertain little hopes of his recovery. 
Escobedo is the conqueror of Maxi- 
milian, and is said to be the only man 
in Mexico who could have had the 
Presidency for the asking. 


Volapuk Nearing Its End. 

(London Telegraph:) Many persons. 
will perhaps breathe a sigh of relief on 
hearing that Volapuk is doomed, in 
France, at least. French business men 
willhave none of it. Its most, ener- 
getic apostle and propagator has been 
sent away from the Paris headquarters 
of the Volapukists, and is now filling an 
important post as professor of German, 
in a provincial college. 

This being the case, the members of 
the French Association of Volapukists 
have decreea a dissolution of their so- 
ciety. Nevertheless, they had at ope 
time great hopes of success, and their 
strange jargon was almost elevated for 
awhile to the ranks of a fashionable fad. 

Lectures inthe new language which 
was to undo alithe damage wrought by 
the Babelaffair long ago, were attended 
by numerous students of both sexes, and 
small sheets in the strange compound 
of tongues were disseminated every 
week among adepts and the general 
public. 

By degrees the craze died out, and 


the number of Volapukists in Paris 
dwindled toa few enthusiastic persons | 
full of sentiments peculiar to those who. 
cling through thick and thin to lost 


causes. 


EXTENSIVE SMUGGLING. 


Chinese and Opium Crossing the Mexican, 
Border 


A Yuma (Ariz.) letter to the San 
Francisco Chronicle of date July 14 
Bays: 

“It is a well-known fact that for more 
than two years there have been four or 
five schooners cruising in the north or 
upper end of the Gulf of California, 
coming to the mouth of the Colorado 
River once or twice a month, but gen- 
erally touching the northern shore. of: 
the gulf at Adair, or St. George’s Bag; 
a little east of the mouth of the Colo- 
rado. 

“When epoken on the gulf, those on 
board the boats said they were fisher- 
men or sealers, and came up to this end, 
of the gulf because the fish were mure 
abundant. No fish or sealskins were. 
shown, or could be seen, nor was there 
any fishing or sealing tackle to be seen, 
the holds of the vessels being bare of 
everything except a few provisions and 
some mysterious boxes that were well 
secured with tron bands or twisted 
Wires. 

“It is believed by those best posted 
that theee vessels are smuggling opium 
and Chinese from the lower Mexican 
ports on the gulf into the United States 
via the river or the bays named, and 
thence overland to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 

“A few days ago, when the Mexican 
boundary line survey commission were 
near the Tenajas Altas, ninety miles 
southeast of Yuma, in going twelve 
miles, they crossed no less than seven- 
teen well-worn trails made by pack and 
saddle animals. While the commission 
was at the water tanks, they saw differ- 
ent parties with pack animals heavily 
loaded going toward the railroad. 
When questioned as to their business, 
not a word could be got out of them. 
Se far as was possible to see, their 
animals were laden with small boxes 
covered with old sacks or pieces of can- 
vas. The trails all' lead to different 
points the railroad, and, as a rule, 
to obscure stations. 

“Several, times of late it has been re- 
ported that men, shabbily dressed, had 
been seen at several of these stations, 
having one or two old valises or hand- 
bags, apparently well filled. They 
would say that they were from some 
mine to the south, and tell of the hard- 
ships they had endured. None of the 
pack trains or the animals seen at and 
near Tenajas Altas have been seen at 
the railroad stations. It is thought 
that they come to within a few miles 
of the railroad, and there are met by 
the seedy-looking individuals, and an 
exchange is made, the former going 
back after more opium, and the latter 
taking the new stock and going into 
California with it. Another dodge is 
played by these same, or by like par- 
ties, who bring in small boxes, said to 
eontain rich specimens of ores, but 
which are believed to be filled with 
opium. 

“The United States Deputy Collector 
at Yuma ite perfectly powerless, having 
no inspectors or line riders, and not be- 
ing able to leave his office to travel 
along the boundary line. There is noth- 
ing to prevent the most extensive smug- 
gling. From Campo, Cal., almost to 
Nogales, Ariz., a distance of more than 


three nundred miles, there is not a 
single custom-house official. 
“There is no doubt but that the 


small vessels in the gulf get their sup- 
plies of opium, and perhaps other valu- 
ables, from the small ports and by- 
places on the Mexican coast, which are 
supplied by larger vessels. The dis- 
tance to the railroad, over which these 
parties have to travel with their pack 
animals, is from one hundred and 
twenty-five to two hundred miles. To 
capture the men would take a good 
force of men, as the counfty, a desert, 
a barren waste, is: one of the most 
desolate and forsaken on the Coact, and 
with every foot of which these Mexi- 
can packers are perfectly familiar. It 
is believed that tons of opium in this 
manner have found their way into Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, and from 
those places have been again distrib- 
uted.’ 


SAN DIEGO. 


Orange-growers Organizing-—Arrival of a Big 
Ship—Water Question. 

The spirit ot organization which, after 
costly experience, now pervades fruit- 
growers ot Riverside, has been communi- 
cated to the orange-growcrs of this region. 
A somewhat enthusiastic meeting at Chula 
Vista on Saturday night was followed by 
active workof the committees then ap- 
poigted. Another mecting was held on 
Tuesday, and the region, embracing all 
fruit-growers on the National Ranch, was 
divided into districts, which will be can- 
vassed thoroughly by committees, with a 
view of getting all fruit men to agreetoa 
plan of organization to control the market- 
ing of fruit. The misiortunes of the 
Riverside growers were shared toa great 
extent by the producers here, and they at 
last realize that mutual defense from the 
rapacity of commission men has become 
necessary to preserve the fruit industry 
from disaster. Another meeting of fruit- 
growers will be held at Chula Vista on Sat- 
urday night. 

It has been vaguely rumored for several 
days that J. W. Sefton. president of the 
flume company, would resign, because of 
dissatisfaction with his management.

there is any foundation whatever for the 
report. But there has been arow of some 
kind in the company, for quite recently V.

The city is ‘‘all broke up" over the de. 
cision rendered by Judge Campbell that 
the water bonds are illegal. Election for 
the bonds was held after a long campaign 
of education and discussion. It was argued 
by friends of the bonds that the water 
company would be effectually caught in 
the crack of the door if the bonds were 
voted and sold and a distributing system 
constructed. But no citizen has yet 


been found with acumen enough to 
cope with the president of the San 
Diego Water Company. It was ex- 


cted that he would bitterly fight the 

nds on election day, but he wasa serene 
and apparently disinterested spectator of 
the whole proceeding. But his eagle eye 
all along perceived fatal defects in the pre- 
liminaries. Therefore he rather 
amused than disturbed, and straightway 
the bonds were carried he enjoined their 
issuance. The City Attorney feebly sets up 
that the bonds are still valid, but every 
citizen knows that not a bond of them will 
ever be sold. In any event, they could not 
be disposed of fora year or more, and in 


| the meantime the water situation will get 


no better fast. Thoughtful business men 
and large realize that the 
solution of the water question was begua 
at the wrong end, andthatif the same at- 
tention to the irrigation of surrounding 
acres had been devoted to this region that 
was bestowed on Los Angeles and San Ber- 
oardino counties the city would be very 
much farther advanced. 

The mystery surrounding the San Diego 
and Phoenix road continues tothicken. The 
large force regularly employed is regu- 
lariy paid, but where does the money come 
from’ President Reed has paid a good 
deal, so he says, expecting the dear peo- 
ple will reimburse him. But his generuus’

LACK OF EVIDENCE. 


Charge Against Snodgrass 
Dismissed. | 


A Reminiscence of the Compton- 
Downey War. 


Efforts to Secure a New Trial for 
Antonio Aguilar. 


Probate Matters Heard Before Judz> Shaw — 
Two Insanos-Ordered Committed to 
the Asylum—Petitions + for 
Administration Letters. 


The endless litigation expected asa 
result of the Compton-Downey water 
war promises to come to naught, it 
is highlv probable that the whole ‘pro- 
ceedings against the obstreperous Comp- 
tonites will be abandoned. More than 
that, the waters of the Los Angeles 
River wiil undoubtedly be left to flow 
where they did in former years, through 
and about the farms and homes of the 
latter citizens. The cause of all the 
trouble originated with the fall of the 
heavy rains over a yearago. When 
the stream that skirts the city became 
swollen with an increased volume of 
water, shed from the hills and moun- 
tains, it rose to a considerable height, 
and spread over a large area of country 
below town, and when the flood sub- 
sided, instead of following the old 
course the normal stream ran tothe 
eastward ina new channel cut by the 
overflow near Downey. The people of 


the latter place were not pleased with | 


this state of affairs, as the water was a 
nuisance rather than a benefit. So, 
several months ago they went quietly 
at work and constructed a dam across 
the bed of the river, turning the water 
vack.into the old course. Then it was 
the Comiptén people’s time to object. 
They had found that they could get along 
very well withoutthe water, in fact, 
much better. so they endeavored to 
have the stream diverted again from 
their lands. The Downey people were 
obdnurate, ‘however, and invoked 
aid of Constable Rogers to prevent the 
dam being torn down. Rogers sent 
several duputies down to the place. and 
there posted theinto keep watch, One 
cark. night. while the men were dozing 
off in a comfortable sleep, a crowd of 
masked men came suddenly vypon them 
and took possession of the place. Se- 
curing the arms -of the deputy con- 
stables, they tore up the dam, and, 
after watching with satisfaction the 
water make its way back into the Dow- 
ney channel, they went back to their 
homes at Compton. Warrants were 
sworn out on the following day, anda 
number of participants in the midnight 
gathering were arrested. Some of 
them were held to answer and some 
discharged upon cxamination in the 
Township Court. 

Larkin Snodgrass was one of those 
who were held under bond, and yestcr- 
day before Judge Smith the District 
Attorney moved that the defendant be 
discharged.and bail exonerated, there 


‘being insufficient evidence to convict 


him of the crime of resisting an officer. 
The court so ordered. 
WANTS A NEW TRIAL. ~ 

A strenuous effert is now being made 
to secure a new trial for the Mexican, 
Antonio Aguilar, who tried to kill S. D. 
Richards, and who for that offense was 
found guilty of assault with intent to 
commit murder. The plan, undoubt- 
edly, of the murderous Mexican was to 
get old man Richards out of the way, 
so that there would be no opposition to 
his marriage with the wife of his vic- 
tim. His second plan was, in case the 
first did not prove successful, to assist 
Mrs. Richards in procuring a divorce, so 
that then they could be married just 
the same. But Richards recovered, and 
Judge Van Dyke decided that Mrs. 
Richards was not entitled to a decree of 
divorce, so Antonio is left in jail, and 
Mrs. Richards is disconsolate. 

Aguilar appeared in Department One 
yesterday morning with his attorney, 
Walter Farrell, Esq., when a motion 
was made that the verdict of guilty be 
vacated and set aside, upon the grounds 
that the court misinstructed the jury; 
that the court erred in the decision of 
questions of law arising during the 
course of the trial, and that the ver- 
dict was contrary tc the law and evi- 
dence. A brief in support of the mo- 
tion was presented and read, and by 
order of the court the matter was taken 
under advisement. W. J. Hunsacker, 
Esq., has been associated as counsel in 
the case for the defendant, at the re- 
guest of Mr. Farrell.

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e Chautauqua Idea. 
Perhaps there is nothing in the edu- 
cational history of the country that has 
left a stronger impress upon the adult 
masses of the people than the great na- 


tional school of Chautauqua. It is a 
achool of which we are proud, and it 
had its birth in the brain of that well- 
known and popular American, Bishop 
Vincent, so that Chautauqua is purely 
an American idea, a liberal college for 
the masees. 

There are hundreds of thousands 
among our American men and women 
to whom. in their younger days, the | 
opportunities for a liberal education | 


There were a thousand 
hindrances that stood in the way when 
they were young, and they had to be 
content with what advantages the com- 
mon school afforded, and the common 
school of those days Was not what the 
graded publ school of today is. Any 
person forty years ago who could pass 
an examination in geography, gram- 
mar and arithmetic was considered 
competent to teach, be he never so ig- 
norant of the higher branches of En- 
glish that are taught in our schools to- 
day. ‘ 

And beoks, then, were not as plenti- 
ful as they ‘are today, and there were 
thousands of families who did not pos- 
sess books enough to be called a li- 
brary. The Bible, and perhaps Shake- 
speare, a history of the United States, 
and, in the way of fiction, “The Scot- 
tish Chiefs.’ and a few such works, 
were all the books of the poor man’s 
household. The means for obtaining 
knowledge were not general, and it 
was only the children of the wealthier 
classes that could obtain that broad 
and enlightened outlook upon the world 
which every one who will may have to- 
day. 

The beauty of this Chautauqua idea 
lies in several things. First of all, it 
brings the college home to the house- 
hold. It interests father and mother 
and the children in the same things. 
History, philosophy, literature, astron- 
amy, geology and all the sciences un- 
lock their treasuries of knowledge by 
the hearthstone, so that the masses 
may become educated, and those of 
different generations be drawn together 
in this universal pursuit of learning. 

Then, a second consideration which 
appeals to us is in the universality of 
this great school. It embraces every 
section of our country, as well as other 
North, south, 
east and west, the people, rich and poor 
alike, are studying the course which it 
prescribes from year to year; are think- 
ing alongsthe same lines, reaching out 
and grasping the same truths, and 
traveling the same paths of enlighten- 
ment, which lead away from supersti- 


Aion and bigotry, and the slavery of ig- 
_norance. 


With this there “must” Wt" 
mately result a stronger feeling of affil- 
jation and sense of common brother- 
hood. This great national school must 
have a welding power that will unite 
the different sections of our common 
country more closely together. It will 
strike a death blow to unjust and long- 
existing prejudices, and exalt the 
American people in intelligence and 
brotherly kindness. 

We need not fear for the future of 
the American republic when the school 
is in every home, and when it is pos- 
sible for the nation’s toilers to obtain 
“the college student's outlook upon the 
world.” The Chautauqua idea is the 
firm granite upon which we may rear 
the superstructure of a nobler civiliza- 
tion, broader in its enlightenment and 
granded in its conceptions of liberty 
and humanity. It will have a glorious 
part to perform in molding the future 
of this republic, and perpetuating that 
which is best and most enlightened in 
American institutions. 

We are giad, then, to see its growth, 
for we recognize its power for the up- 
lifting of thought and the more uni- 
versal dissemination of knowledge. 


Baths for the Toilers. 

It is pleasant to note. as we look 
through our various exchanges, the ev- 
idences of a growing, practical philan- 
trophy, which is manifesting itself in 
many. different ways, making more 
pleasant the relation between employ- 
ing capital and the toiling masses with 
which it has to do. The newspapers of 


' @ single day afford a wonderful epitome 


of the world’s doings. They tell the 
story of human relationships as nothing 
else does. They are like a mirror be- 
fore which the ever-moving tide of hu- 
manity passes, and in which we may 
view its constantly transpiring changes. 
We get through them a glimpse of the 
best and the worst that there is in hu- 
man nature, and catch, alike, some- 
thing of the spirit of the optimist and 
the pessimist. Put, on the whole, we 
find so many redeeming traits of char- 
acter in human nature we are inclined 
to look hopefully upon humanity, and 
to believe that what is wrong in our so- 
cial order of things will ultimately right 
itself. That by and by, as governments 
grow older; and the people wiser, they 
will be able to shake off many things 
which are a bar to progress and gen- 
eral good feeling among the masses. 
and regulate human relationships in 
such a way that all classes will be ben- 
‘efited. 

What are considered as very slight 
things are often far-reaching in their 
effects. The free American, however 
humble his social status, dislikes any- 
“wing that savors of caste, and he ap- 


preciates fully that which is expressive 
of an interest in his personal wellbeing. 
He likes to feel that “my employer 
takes thought of my comfort; he has 
regard for that which enables me to ap- 
pear respectable, and he is pleased to 
see me throw off the grime and soil of 
labor before I go out upon the street, 
and to appear there clean and present- 
able.’ 

A man feels himself more of a man 
clean and unsoiled garments, and wi 
clean face and hands, than he does with 
the grime and dust of labor upon his 
face and clothes, so that there is real 
philanthropy in the recent action of 
some of the employing manufacturers 
of Brooklyn, who have introduced into 
their establishments baths for the use 
of their employees after their day's 
work is over, and provided lockers for 
the garments “which they wear to and 
from the shop. 

This innovaticn is met with favor 
and with commendation, and is attract- 
ing much attention. A kindliler feeling 
will naturally grow up between these 


workingmen and their. employers’ in 
consequence of it, and they will go to 


their homes at night refreshed by their 
bath, and more cheerful than they 
could have felt without it, and receive 
from wives and children a _  giadder 
greeting than if they went home dirty, 
weary and sullen, to cleanse them- 
selves as best they might in the shallow 
washbasin of the kitchen or bedroom.

friendly and trustful feeling between 
the employer and the employed. 


No Boom Cities Here. 

Comptroller Eckels, in his speech at 
the dinner of the Union League Club, 
in New York, tofd some pertinent 
truths in regard to the financial situa- 
tion. He—like other cool-headed men— 
declares thai the present unsettled con- 
dition of affairs is largly the result of 
undue speculation; that the present 
flurry will result in the survival of the 
fittest among the banks. Mr. Eckels 
was, however, ill-informed when he in- 
cluded California among the States 
whose “boom cities” had met with 
financial disaster. There are no places 
of any importance in California today 
which can properly be termed ‘‘boom 
cities,” in the sense that they are at 
‘present unduly inflated. The time for 
banks to fail on account of real estate 
speculation in California was about five 
years ago, but they did not doit. The in- 
stitution in San Francisco which re- 
cently went by the board was not suf- 
fering from real estate depression, but 
from reckless financiering. 

There are a number of places in 
Southern California which were founded 
during the boom, and have grown to 
be solid and prosperous, and on a basis 
of production. Such, or instance, are 
Whittier, Monrovia, Rialto, Fullerton, 
Redlands, Redondo and a score of other 
towns which might be mentioned. No 
one would think of calling these places 
“boom cities’’ at present. 

When, after the lapse of a year, we 
look back at this bank flurry, we shall 
find it to have been a blessing in dis- 
guise, as far as Southern California is 
concerned, for it has plainly disclos®d 
the solid foundation upon which the 
prosperity of this section is built. 


In connection with the present finan- 
cial depression, it is interesting to note 
that on November 28, at the monetary 
conference in Brussels, Alfred Roths- 
child, who represents the greatest 
money house the world has ever known, 
proposed that the principle of the 
Bland act—the principle of compulsory 
purchases of silver—should at once be 
adopted by all the European nations, 
and added: “If this conference breaks 
up without arriving at any definite re- 
sult, there may be a depreciation in the 
value of silver frightful to contemplate, 
and out of which a monetary panic may 
ensue, the far-spreading effects of 
which it is impossible to foretell.” The 
views of Mr. Rothschild, whose proph- 
ecy has been so speedily fulfilled, are 
diametrically opposed to those of our 
Eastern financiers, and show how ‘wide 
a divergence of opinion there is upon 
this subject among experts, as well as 
among the general public.

PASADENA, July 18, 1893.—(To the. Ea- 
itorof The Times.) Kenyon Cox, in his 
letter published in your last Sunday's issue, 
asks: “What would be the value of siiver 
if the present production should be quadru- 
pled? Could anything then prevent silver 
bullion from declining to 20 cefits or less 
per ounce*” 

Answer. There would be no deprecia- 
tion in the price at all, provided the con- 
sumption was quadrupled when the produc- 
tion was quadrupled. 

Suppose Congress should determine to 
measure values by paper money, and not 
only prohibit the use of silver ae money, 
but should also prohibit it from being used 
in the arts, avhat then would be the price of 
silver? Suppose like conditions were im- 
posed upon gold, would not the same rule 
apply, and its value accordingly decline: 

A silver dollar was never worth less than 
a gold dollar until it was demonetized, and 
the decline in value of silver has been 
caused by the Gecrease in its consumption, 
caused by the actof Congress prohibiting 
its use. 

Demand as well as supply must be taken 
into account, and by that rule one is as po- 
tent as the other. 

But the law of ‘supply and demand” isnot 
the only rules by which values are deter- 
mined. If you inflate the currency you 
necessarily inflate prices, and if you con- 
tract the currency you necessarily decrease 
prices. 

And again, when prices are increasing. 
business of all kinks is correspondingly 
stimulated: and when prices are being 
forced down, business of all kindsis cor- 
depressed. 

The law of “supply and demand” has its 
infiuehce, but before the law of “infiation 
and contraction” allother laws pale into 
insignificance. .The price of every piece of 
property in the United States and the 
priceof the products of every industry 
must rise and fall at its bidding. The 
prosperity of our people, or their failure 
in business, must be determined by that 
law as by the law of fate. 

Debts contracted when gold was worth 
$2.50 of our legal-tender greerbacks were 
multiplied two and a half times by the con- 
traction of that currency to a specie basis, 
and our national debt was correspondingly 
increased. And later, debts contracted 
when silver money was a legal tender have 
now again been nearly doubled by demone- 
tizing silver, and the continual contraction 
of our circuiating medium. If now all 
silver money shall be wiped out of exist- 
ence, debts will again be doubled. 

The American people are patriotic and 
roud of their country, but they cannot be 
ooled much longer by the cry of the “hon: 

est dollar."’ 

Abraham Lincoln once said, “You can 
fool all the people part of the time, and 
part of the people all of the time, but you 
cannot fool all of the people all of the 
time."’ 

The people are waking up, and demand- 
ing legisiation in favor of our own country 
and our own money, instea®of English 
gold.

He May Even Appoint a Los Angeles 
Man. 


He Thinks It Time the South Should Receive 
a Few Good Offices, as It Has 
Been a Long Time 
Neglected. 


The Senatorship is still monopolizing 
the attention of the politicians. Gov. 
Markham has not yet named the man 
who is to succeed the late Leland Stan- 
ford as United States Senator from 
California, and until the formal an- 
nouncement is made but little else will 
be talked of. It is now generally con- 
ceded ‘that the appointment is open, 
that no one has as yet been really de- 
cided upon. Even the San Francisco 
Examiner, which so positively asserted 
that M. H. de Young had secured the 
appointment, and that it would be an- 
nounced on Tuesday, now admits that 
the Senatorship is an open question, 
claiming that the pressure brought to 
bear, after the act became known that 
he was the Governor's choice, had been 
strong enough to compel the Governor 
to drop him. Be this as it may, there 
has been a heavy drop in De Young 
stock, while M. M. Estee, Irving M. 
Scott, Irving C. Stump and W. H. L. 
Burns are most frequently mentioned 
in the order named. Estee is believed 
to be backed by Dan Burns, who is 
said to have made a hard fight for the 
Napa statesman, but the latter gentle- 
man is not sanguine as to his chances, 
as he is quotea as saying: “I do not 
expect to win; the odds are too great 
against me. I am making a hard fight, 
and I have some good friends who are 
interested on my account. Being a can- 
didate for the office, of course | do not 
care to discuss my opponents, but this 
much I will say: De Young cannot 
win: too strong a fight is being made 
against him. The man who does win, 
in my opinion, will prove a dark horse. 
He will also have to be pretty solid 
on the silver question. The Governor 
will insist on that.” 

In the meantime Gov. Markham is 
reported es sitting serenely in his 
rooms at the Palace in San Francisco, 
listening to all comers and apparently 
in no hurry to end the agony. His 
latest utterances on the vital subject 
are quoted as follows fin the Call of 
Wednesday: 

“IT have not yet decided whom IT shall 
appoint, and any statement to the con- 
trary is not true. 

“It is necessary that I should act 
calmlv. and deliberately in this matter, 
and TI intend te do so. I want the man 
whom I select to prove a credit to the 
State. 

have not yet decided whom I shiil 
consideration, and it is going to prove 
quite a task to make a selection. 

“‘'No, IT am not bound to select any 
one person, nor am J] prevented from 


| taking my man from any portion of 


the State. I may appoint some one 
from Los Angeles. They have some 
pretty good men down there. Of course 
there would be some people who would 
cry out against the Los Angeles man 
and maintain that I was showing fav- 
oritism to the southern portion of the 
State, but then it’s time the South re- 
ceived a few good offices. It has been 
sadly neglected for*many years. 

* ‘Now, as to the kind of a man I 
shall select. Well, he must be one 
who is deeply interested in and thor- 
oughly familiar with the needs of the 
State. Then he must also be a silver 
man, 

**As to when I shall make my selec- 
tion? I hardly think I will move in 
the matter until next week. I will do 
nothing until I return to Sacramento, 
and I will not go up for several days. 
When I get down to business I will 
carefully weigh everything that has 
been said for and against the men 
whom I have under consideration, and 
then I will try to select the best one.

POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


Slates for the Next Election are Already Be- 
ing Made Up. 

It is a tong time to the next election, 
but the politicians of both parties are 
already active. An office-holder told a 
reporter yesterday that he had been 
asked what he wanted next time, and 
replied that he thought it was too 
early yet. His interrogator then in- 
formed him that the slates were be- 
ginning to be made up. and he, the of- 
fice-holder, might as well say what he 
wanted and get on the slate before it 
was too late. 

There is considerable speculation in 
regard to the State Senatorship from 
this district. Gen. Mathews, the _ in- 
cumbent, is a prominent candidate for 
postmaster, and from all accounts is 
liable to be the appointee. This will 
create a vacancy which several have 
already expressed a desire to fill. So 
far, however, no Democrat has come 
forward who is willing to be led to the 
Slaughter. The district is strongly Re- 
publican, and only Gen. Mathews’s 
personal popularity carried it for the 
Democrats last November. The two 
Republicans most prominently men- 
tioned for the possible vacancy are 
Assemblyman Robert N. Bulla. who 
made such an excellent record at Sac- 
ramento last winter, and Deputy City 
Attorney Dunn. Welter 8S. Moore is 
also mentioned, but, considering his ex- 
periences last year while running for 
the same office, it is not thought that 
he stands much show for the nomina- 
tion this time. 

There is much disgruntlement among 
the Democrats at the slowness with 
which ‘‘the rascals are being turned 
out.” Said a patriot, who expects to 
be deputy something, to a reporter yes- 
terday, ‘“‘This’d all beén different if 
we'd ‘a got Hill.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Following is the crop bulletin of the 
Southern California weather service for 
the week ending July 17: ~ 

The week gave about the average 

amount of sunshine and warmth in the 
interior districts, butin the coast dis- 
tricts the temperature was slightly de- 
licient for the season, and some morn- 
ing fogs occurred in the immediate 
coast sections. Apricot drying prog- 
ressed favorably, a considerable por- 
tion of the crop being ready for market. 
The reports show that the sugar-beet 
.crop is maturing finely, and the analysis 
discloses a high percentage of sac- 
charine matter;ethe factory will begin 
work next week with an anticipated 
long run and heavy output. Carefully 
compiled statistics from Riverside 
county show that the area planted to 
grain the past season was larger than 
ever before. The cropin general will 
be much better than last year, and the 
yield will be an average one. Wheat 
will yield an average of seven sacks to 
the acre and barley about ten. About 
one millionsacks will be the season's 
production. Detailed reports follow: 
! San Luis Obispo city—The mornings 
were mostly foggv and were favorable 
to growing crops and harvesting, which 
is going on. Grain is threshing out 
better than expected. 

Los Angeles county—The Palms: Low 
fogs prevailed during the week. Farm- 
ers are hauling and shipping their 
grain. Compton: The cheese factory 
is consuming about three thousand 
pounds of milk daily. Pasadena: The 
greater portion of the apricot crop has 
been gathered and dried; the quantity 
is below the average, but the quality is 
above. Driers paid $20 to $25 per ton 
for the fruit. All other crops promise 
well. Duarte: Another week of sum- 
mer weather, with the temperature be- 
low the average, yet favorable for fruit 
drying. Early peaches are ripe and all 
fruits growing finely. Covina: Two 
mornings were slightly foggy until per- 
haps 8:30 a.m., the remainder of the 
days wereclear. The weather was fa- 
vorable for fruit drying. Pomona: A 
car of dried apricots was shipped from 
North Pomona, the first shipment of 
the season. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: 
The warm, clear weather was specially 
favorable for drying apricots. Two 
cars of dried fruit, the first of the sea- 
son from Southern California, were 
shipped during the week. Chino: 
Farmers will begin hauling in their 
sugar-beets the first of next week; the 
crop is estimated at 50,000 tons and 
the percentage of sugar runs high. 

Riverside county—Riverside: The or- 
ange shipments up to July 13 amounted 
to 2461 carloads. Beaumont: The 
weather was favorable for fruit and 
grain harvesting. Accarload of honey 
will be shipped in a few days. 

Orange county — Anaheim: Potato 
shipments continue. Shipping of the 
new barley crop has begun. Sugar 
beets will be ready for shipping in the 
near future; the quantity and quality 
promise to be very flattering. Fuller- 
ton: From present appearances the 
walnutcrop will be light, bug prices 
will probably be high enough to make 
up for the shortness of crop. Garden 
City: Cornis looking splendid and a 
large crop will be harvested. Pla- 
centia: The apricot crop is very light 
compared with last year’s, but the 
quality is much better. Santa Ana: 
The apple crop will be a very large one 
this season. Tustin: The weather for 
the past few days has beer warmer and 
more favorable for fruit drying. The 
greater portion of the apricot crop 
is off the trays and a considerable 
quantity of the dried fruit is ready for 
sale and is of tine quality. 

San Diego county—Elsinore: The 
weather was warm, clear and favorable 
for fruits. San Diego city: Fruit in 
great abundance and of fine quality is 
being marketed. Many farmers are 
drying in preference to: selling fresh, 
as prices are ruling low. Figs aracom: 
ing into market freely; berries are be- 


coming scarce.

REDUCED AGAIN. 


New Freight Rates on the 
Southern Pacific. 


A Rumor Concerning Northern 
. Pacific Finances. 


Point for Themselves. 


The Brokers are Demoratizing Rates—-The 
Passenger Agents--Mueh Talk and 
Little Done—Lecal and 


The San Francisco Examiner of the 
18th says: “Hereafter when charges 
are made against conductors of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad’ Company 
the accused men will be given an op- 
portunity of knowing just what the 
charges are against them, and making 
any defense they see fit. 

“This much was accomplished yes- 
terday at a conference between A. B. 
Garretson, assistant grand master of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Con- 
ductors, and General Superintendent 
Fillmore, of the Southern Pacific. A 
committee of conductors was also 
present, and took part in the discus- 
sion. 

“Mr. Garretson was sent for by the 
members of the order employed by the 
Southern Pacific to try and see if the 
railroad company would not reinstate 
some twenty or thirty conductors who 
were discharged last April. Some of 
these discharged men have already 
been given other employment in the 
company's service, but most of them 
are still out of work. While it is not 
known definitely, the belief exists that 
some of them were removed on the re- 
ports of ‘spotters.’ 

“The fact that so large a number of 
men were dismissed without being 
given the opportunity of making a de- 
fense gave rise to a demand on the 
part of the conductors that they be 
given a chance to know what the 
charges were; and make a defense in 
all future cases of dismissal. 

“Mr. Garretson presented this prop- 
osition to Mr, Fillmore, and it is 
known that the latter was willing to 
let each conductor know of charges 
made against him, and allow him a 
hearing in his defense, but he refused 
to agree to make the identity of the 
‘spotter’ known the~.conductor 
against whom he might happen to 
make charges. 

“After the conference, Mr. Garretson 
was asked what had been the result. 
He gaid: ‘We have settled the trouble, 
but I would prefer to have Mr. Fill- 
“more tell what was done.’ . 

“Mr. Fillmore said: “The conductors 
want a charce to defend themselves 
against charges involving their dismis- 
sal. [ have agreed in the future to 


rsend the facts we may have against 


any conductor to the head officer of 
the order on this Coast, he in turn to 
take up the matter with the head of- 
ficer of the lodge to which the par- 
ticular conductor may belong. In that 
way the conductor will see the charges 
filed against him, and we will receive 
and duly consider any defense he may 
make. We, of course, cannot consent 
to. give the source of our information 
acainst the conductor. We want to be 
fair and just, however.’ 

‘Have you consented to reinstate 
the discharged. conductors?’ was asked. 

“We have not,’ replied the railroad 
superintendent.”’ 

NEW SOUTHERN PACIFIC TARIFF. 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
just issued a tariff lowering freight 
rates, taking effect July 17, between 
San Francisco, San Jose, Stockton, 
Sacramento, Marysville, Oakland and 
all stations on the western division 
(main line) and San Jose, Oakland 
and Alameda branches and points in 
Southern California. Here are the rates 
in this tariff to Los Angeles in cents 
per hundred on commodities enum- 
erated: Abalones dried and abalone 
shells, straight or mixed carloads, 25% 
cents; asphaltum, crude and bituminous 
rock tn packages, carloads, 22% cents; 
barbed wire, including ties and staples, 
carloads, 214%; carpets, including rugs. 
mattings and carpet lining, straight or

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

NEW YORK, July 19.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) A story is current this 
afternoon that the Northern Pacific is 
in danger of passing into the hands of 
a receiver. President Oakes emphatic- 
ally denied the report, and stated that 
there is no difficulty with the guarantee 
syndichte which is to finance the com- 
pany’s new collateral loan for $14,000,000. 
Treasurer Baxter and Henry Clews of 
the security-holders’ committee cor- 
roborate President Oakes, and say that 
the failure to publish a weekly state- 
ment of earnings was simply over- 
sight on the part of the clerk in charge 
of the statistics of the company. He 
denied any intention of the company to 
withhold the statement. 

BROKERS AS DEMORALIZERS. 

CHICAGO, July 19.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Rates between Kansas 
City and Chicago, and Kansas City and 
St. Louis will, beginning tomorrow, be 
cut 50 cents each, the cause being the 
action of the Alton, which informed the 
Western Passenger Association that 
through rates are being used by the 
brokers to demoralize the general busi- 
ness, and that other lines are getting 
the best of it. 

SCRAP HEAP. 

The meeting of Los Angeles passenger 
agents held Tuesday was postponed to 
Thursday at 2 p.m., when another 
frantic effort will be made.to maintain 
rates. . It is charged that rates to 
Chicago are being cut on all sides, but 
some people might not be able to con- 
firm the rumor. 

Through transcontinental rates are 
badly demoralized by the action of 
some of the Eastern lines in basing on 
the reduced rates of the Union Pacific, 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific. 
The attempt to maintain the old basis 
in view of these reductions is futile. 
Some of the Eastern lines declare it 
would be an outrage on passengers.

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"AT THE SEASHORE. 


Summer Resort to Be Estab- 
lished by the Y.M.C.A. 


An Excursion to Santa Monica to Inspect 
the Several Sites Offered for the 


Purpose—A Pleasant 
Outing. 


At 10 o'clock vesterday morning two 
special cars left the Santa Fe depot, 
well filled with official representatives 
of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion Ocean Park Company and their 
friends, prospecting a site for develop- 
ing a summer resort grounded on re- 
ligious principles. About sixty people 
from Los Angeles took advantage of 
the opportunity to visit the seashore 
and enjoy what proved a pleasant out- 
ing. They included officers and mem- 
bers of he ¥.M.C.A., the Y.W.C.A., the 
Woman's Auxillary, the W.C.T.U. and 
the Y.W.C.T.U., together with clergy- 
men. members of boards of education 
and business men and their families. 

South Santa Monica having been de- 
cided upon as possessing advantages 
over other locations in the way of con- 
venience and ease of access, the direc- 
tors of the Ocean Beach Company de- 
sired a personal inspection of three 
separate tracts of land fronting im- 
mediately on the ocean beach and with 
hardly a perceptible shade of superior- 
ity, one over the other, before decis- 
ion of choice was rendered. Hence the 
excursion of yesterday, and the im- 
portance of the day's proceedings. 

Pasadena contributed some members 
to the party, including Dr. Grinnell, 
president, and George Taylor, general 
secretary, of the Y.M.C.A., with Rev. 
Cc. K. Harris, Prof. Hamilton and 
others; and the Santa Monica delega- 
tion was captained by Rev. F. J. Cul- 
ver. It also comprised Le Roy D. 
Brown, superintendent-elect of Los An- 
geles schools, E. J. Vawter and R. R. 
Harris of the Santa Monica City Coun- 
cil, and a host of active business men 
of prominence, with the pleasing ad- 
dition of many ladies. The Los Ange- 
les contingent was chaperoned by 
Charles E. Day, president of the Ocean 
Park Association. Nothing escaped 
him, that could contribute to the jollity 
or interest of the occasion. 

Arriving at South Santa Monica, the 
pavilion that fronts the depot was 
soon thronged with .a happy crowd 
with lunchbaskets, and the. directors 
of the association resolved themselves 
into a pivot around which revolved the 
entire body of those who had come to 
see and aid in the decision. A _ brief 
tour of investigation was instituted, 
and men, women and children waded 
shoe-deep in sand dunes through the 
sun and pronounced the day “‘glorious”’ 
as the fresh salt air swept up from the 
sea and freshened their faces... On each 
proposed site the crowd camped in 
noisy group and discussed the pros 
and cons of its advantages in every 
possible bearing, after which adjour- 
ment was made to the pavilion, where 
an equally noisy discussion took place 
around the lunchbaskets. It was a 
capital luncheon, provided by the 
ladies, and the meager remnants left 
were proof of the relish with which it. 
Was enjoyed. 

The early afternoon was devoted to 
& canvass of the question in hand. 
Various speeches were made bearing 
upon the matter. Messrs. Abbot Kin- 
ney and F. G. Ryan have offered to 
donate to the association desirable land 
fronting broadly on the ocean and ex- 
tending to the railroad right-of-way, 
the offer being conditional upon the 
company’s placing thereon certain 
buildings in a stipulated time. A con- 
Siderable area can thus be secured, 
lying scarcel} more than three-quar- 
ters of a mile from the Arcadia Hotel 
at Santa Monica, and bordering di- 
rectly upon the Santa Fe line. The 
beach is clean, gently sloping and de- 


lightful for bathing. Across the Santa. 
Fe track from the tract is the already 
erected pavilion at the edge of a large 
grove, a fine resort 
cnic purposes. he plan propos 
by the Ocean Park tt "to 
once construct a fine bath house, the 
designs for which are already prepared. 
It is intended that the buildings, as 
erected, and which are eventually to 
include a handsome auditorium, shall 
fully equal in convenience, beauty and 
advantages, any on the Coast. As 
the use of the bathrooms will be of- 
fered to all members of the Y.M.C.A, 
in Southern California under favorable 
conditions, it is a matter of utmost im- 
portance that the selection of a site be 
considered carefully before any decision 
is attempted. It is understood that in 
addition to the generous offer of Messrs. 
Kinney and Ryan, there are also other 
tracts upon which the board of direc. 
tors is expected to pass judgment. It 
should be mentioned that the Messrs, 
Vawter offer to donate valuable lots to 
the amount of $1050, provided such a 
tract of the Kinney and Ryan offer is 
accepted as meets their approval. 

Rev. Mr. Culver welcomed the ex- 
cursionists of the day to Santa Monica 
and welcomed them with pleasure, he 
said, because he felt that they had 
come for a purpoge, to plant something 
that should counteract the sin and in- 
iquity that seem everywhere so preva- 
lent in places where God’s holy Sab- 
bath is desecrated. Here the Sabbath | 
will be kept sacred. He was followed 
by Prof. Hamilton, who alluded wittily 
to a little cottage of which he had 
been dreaming, at Long Beach, but 
someone had toid him that in eighteen 
months he could cover one of these 
sand dunes with verdure and make it a 
veritable park, and now he felt like sug- 
gesting that they should pre-empt the 


entire tract back of the depot and back 
up this association. Someone laugh- 
ingly reminded him that the sand dunes 
had quité a-crop of posts already, and 
they had not leaved out much yet. 

Superintendent-elect Brown, as a 
resident of Santa Monica, was glad in- 
deed to know that they were to be fav- 
ored with such an organization as the 
¥Y.M.C.A. He referred to the educa- 
tional advantages that wonld accrue; 
the long train of lectures and the im- 
petus that would be given to educa- 
tlonal pursuits. Rev. Mr. Harris's im- 
promptu speech, while in excellent vein, 
was stich as to touch the risibflities of 
those present, and he kept the company 
in continuous laftghter. He favored the 
idea of the Y.M.C.A, coming, and al- 
though he had never had any experi- 
ence in making parks out of sandhills, 
he felt at the moment rush enough to 
pledge himself. to take one share. Mr. 
Field of Los Angeles made an amusing 
speech, and then, laying pleasanitry 
aside, he touched upon the importance 
of the work of locating this institution, 
and of the advantages it would offer 
to young men, who would here be under 
food influences and removed from many 
of the temptations that are pitfalls. He 
believed the decision of the day was a 
most important one for the future and 
for Christian people. The ratlroads 
have been offering to people premiums 
to travel on the Sabbath day. But he 
was happy to say that one of the offi- 
cials in the city of Los Angeles had 
just said that they realized the fact 
that they must depend largely upon 
the better classes for their patronage, 
and would give’ Christian travelers 
as good rates as anybody. 

President Day's speeches were of the 
most impromptu kind and frequent, but 
they were very brief, and he was al- 
ways heard with laughter. 

Pledges for shares were called for, 
and 165 were taken on the spot. Com- 
mittees were appointed to take sub- 
scriptions in Los Angeles, Pasadena 
and Santa Monica; = Committee on 
Location reported; a vote of thanks was 
tendered K. Hi. Wade of the Santa Fe 
for courtesy in carrying the excursion 
to and from the sea; and after an al- 
most unanimous vote expressing prefer- 
ence for the-tract lying directly be- 
tween the sea and the depot, the com- 
pany boarded the train for Santa Mon- 
ica, to pass the remainder of the day. 
No decision will be made until commit- 


tees can confer with other parties whose © 


hinds are now under consideration.

The Birth and Death f 
Record. 


Printed copies of the rules of the 
Board of Health in reference to births, 
deaths and contagious and infectious 
diseases are being circulated by the 
health department. Copies of these 
rules are being mailed to each of the 
physicians who have registered at the 
health office as required by a recently- 
passed ordinance. 

The rules follow: 

Section 1. Every physician or midwife 
in the city of Los Angeles shall report in 
writing to the Health Officer, on or fore 
the first of each month, all births occurring 
in his or her practice during the previous 
month. 

Sec. 2. Every physician shall sign a cer- 
tificate of death of any person whom he 
may have the care of, at the time of death, 
as attending physician, giving the date of 
attendance and cause of death. No certifi- 
cate of death shall be accepted by the 
Board of Health signed by any person who 
is nota legalized physician of the State of 
California; and all certificates signed by 
such illegal practitioners shall be by the 
Health Officer referred to the Coroner for 
investigation, No certificate giving heart 
failure, insufficiency of the heart, or 


dropsy, as the cause of death, shall be ac-. 


cepted by the Board of Health. 

- Sec. 3. Every undertaker shall report 
to the Health Officer, giving the name, age, 
nativity, date of death, number of street, 
street, condition of life whether, married 
or single, sex, occupation, time of resi- 
dence in the county, place and date of 
interment, on or before the fifth day from 


the date of death, or the day his services 


are accepted to perform the duties of 
undertaker. 

Sec. 4. Every physician shall report to 
the Health Officer every patient he ma 
have within the city limits. affected wit 
Asiastic cholera, typhus, yellow fever, 
smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, glanders and leprosy. 

Sec. 5. Every person within the city 
limits sick of Asiatic cholera, typhus, vel- 
low fever or smalipox may, after satisfac- 
tory diagnosis has been established. be re- 
moved to the city hospital provided by the 
city for such patients, or quarantined on 


the premises where found; in the latter 


case the Health Officer shall quarantine 
said patient and the premises upon which 


said patient may reside, for five weeks or 


more, atthe discretion of the Board of 


Health, causing the erection thereupon, in 


a conspicuous place of said premises, a 
black flag for Asiatic cholera, anda yellow 
flag for smallpox, typhus and yellow fever, 


and at the same time place a card, setting 
‘orth the fact, on the door of the building 


iu which the person sick of the disease may 
reside. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any person sick with 
scarlet fever is reported to the Health Om- 
cer, on proving the existence of the dis- 
ease, he shall cause to be posted in a con. 


spicuous place of the infected house, a red 
placard setting forth the tact, the same to 


remain thirty days or more, at the discre- 
tion of the Health Officer, 
said person was first taken sick ot the dis- 


ease, until after the premises have been 
disinfected under the supervision of the 


Health Officer. 

Sec. 7. Whenever any person sick with 
diphtheria is reported to the Health Officer, 
on vroving the existence of the disease, he 
shall cause to be posted in: a conspicuous 
place of the infected house a green placard 
setting torth the fact, the same toremainten 
days after the recovery or removal of said 
person, and untilafter the premises have 
been thoroughly disinfected under the 
supervision of the Health Officer.

to the librarian of the public library the 
name and residence of each person affected 
with any infectious or contagious disease.

| house, shall refuse to issue books from the 


public library to any person residing in 
such house until after the Health Officer 
said house thoroughly disin- 
ecte

for Los Angeles. 

A joint meeting was held at the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday of the 
committees appointed by the Board of 
Supervisors and the chamber to take 
measures for co-Operating to insure 
the success of the Midwinter Fair at 
San Francisco. 

There were present Charles Forman, 
T. D. Stimson, E. F. C. Klokke, A. E. 
Pomeroy and Charles Silent. Mr. For- 
man presided and Secretary Willard of 
the chamber acted as secretary.
